A motion to grant the request to withdraw the
request for decertification was made by Commissioner Reeves and was seconded by Commissioner
Marsh. Request was granted.

XXVI: Item twenty six was to review and approve the proposed rule change. Commissioner Reeves
made a motion to approve and accept the rule changes and was seconded by Commissioner Marsh.
Motion carried.

XXVII: Item twenty seven was a request from Dallas Montgomery in regard to his ineligibility for law
enforcement for failing to meet minimum standards. Commissioner Rhoads made a motion to deny the
request and was seconded by Commissioner Wilburn. Request was denied.

XXVIII: Item twenty eight was a request from the England Police Department for an extension for Officer
Cody Carpenter. Commissioner Rhoads made a motion to grant the extension and was seconded by
Commissioner Reeves. Motion carried.

XXIX: Item twenty nine was a request from the Camp Robinson Police Department requesting an
extension for Officer Tommy Wise. Commissioner Reeves made a motion to grant the extension and
was seconded by Commissioner Phillips. Motion carried.

Following the regular meeting, decertification hearings were held with Attorney Charles Moulton
presiding and Court Reporter Trish Hendrix recording. The Consent Agreements were as follows; Brian
Key, Daniel Cantwell, Donald Hill, Dana Anderson, and James Todd. With a motion by Commissioner
Rhoads and a second by Commissioner Marsh to accept the Consent Agreements the motion passed.
The uncontested hearings were as follows; Kevin Mackey, Hermon Blackmon and Brandon Johnson.
After considering the evidence given, a motion to decertify was made by Commissioner Rhoads and a
second by Commissioner Marsh to decertify these individuals. The vote was unanimous. A contested
hearing was held for Wendi Schuchardt. After considering the evidence given, a motion to decertify Ms.
Schuchardt was made by Commissioner Rhoads and was seconded by Commissioner Marsh. The vote
was unanimous. A total of nine (9) decertifications were granted.

Immediately following the decertification hearings, the Director reported on the outcome of the 2019
legislative session as it relates to law enforcement and the commission. She reported that the
Standards Office, in connection with other state agencies, has developed an online medical marijuana
class for law enforcement and, to date, more than 1,900 officers have completed the training. She
reported that Act 910 transferred the LESO program under the Department of Public Safety and that
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LESO Coordinator, James Ray, is now located in the Standards Office. She also reminded the commission
that the graduation dates for the ALETA NW and ALETA East Camden are July 25" and July 26"
